As a brief report of our schools is wanted, a few gener- 
al remarks must suffice. As our schools have been re- 
markably good and successful this year, having had some 
of the best of teachers, it would have given us much pleas- 
ure to have spoken more fully of their many excellences, 
both of the teachers and of the pupils; of the progress of 
the latter in the various branches of study,and of the form- 
er in their happy method of teaching their pupils. 

But this, however much deserved, and productive of 
good by way of encouragement, would have made our re- 
port so long and so expensive for the town to publish,that 
many would have been deeply grieved on account of this 
item of expense increasing the amount of their tax per- 
haps from one to five cents. 

Now we verily pity those deeply grieved grumblers, for 
some of them are known to have spent from three to fivecents 
per day in the indulgence of some useless and hurtful luxury 


which amounts to more in one year than the whole cost of 
printing the town report.
